Ernest Thompson Seton Among 
Those Who Knew Early Lindsay 


It was thought appropriate at this 
Centennia] time by the editor and 
the writer to mye a short sketch 
of a famous man who lived in and 
near Lindsay some ninety years 
ago. He was of the Scottish nobility 
and his ancestors were forced to 
flee to England for political reas- 
ons. Being born in South Shields, 
Yorkshire, the family came to 
this province and to Lindsay when 
he was but six years old. Bis fath- 
er being a ship's carpenter, the 
large family, which were all boys, 
were a great help in building a 
jarge brick house on the Blackell 
farm, some miles east of town. It 
was here that, he and his pals play- 
ed Indian and the book “Two Little 
Savages” originated, In 1870 they 
removed to Toronto, where he grew 
up. Afterwards some years were 
spent on his eldest brother's ranch 
in Manitoba near Casberry and his 
book “Birds of Manitoba” was a 
resull of this stay. 

His art career began substantlally 
when he studied at the Royal Ac- 
ademy in London, Afterwards slud- 
ies were continued for a time in 
France, emphasizing anima] anat- 
omy, ullimately capturing a much- 
coveled prize in an exhibit at the 
Loyure, His portralts of animals 
are comparable to ~hose of Landseey 
and others of more récent date, His 
most technical work of earlier date 
is Ar, Aanatomy of Animals, but 
{he books best known are the bio- 
graphical in several books 
‘To the naturalist the monumental 


aries 


volumes “Lives of Game Animals” 
and “Life Histories of Northern 
Animals”! are his greatest, contribu- 
tions to knowledge. 

For several years he lived at 
Coscob, Connecticut, located in 
natural woodland on Long Island 
Sound, A number of years were 
speni studying and trapping wolv- 
es in Montana and N. Mexico where 
he finally/established a camp where 
Indian life was followed. He was 
great friends as was George Bird 
Grinnell, with Indians and also had 
great sympathy with all animals as 
were Charles Deacom and John 
James Anderson, He was also one 
of the notable pioneers in the pro- 
tection of wild life. A feature of his 
Indian studies was the Birch Bark 
Serol] and his contribution to the 
Boy Scout movement was notable. 
An an illustrator of animal tracks 
and skill in analyzing thelr actly- 
itles have never been equalled and 
the National Geographic Society in- 
cluded a complete series of these in 
their animal hook. 

As a lecturer he was among the 
best, with clear diction and much 
enthusiasm as well as an exper, in 
imitating anima) sounds. Few nat- 
uralists have been so fayorably and 
well known by the public and still 
fewer attained such financial sue- 
cess by their own efforts, Many of 
his best portraits were bought by 
himself at high prices to be placed 
in his home in later years, near 
Santa Fe, N Mexico, where he died 
al the age of 86.

There is Mr. Bert Rasmussen, for 
example, an interesting person if 
eyer you met one and he just lives 
a short distance from Lindsay . - 
ap Huntingdon Inn on Beautiful 
Sturgeon Lake not far from Long 
Beach. 

Mr. Rasmussen is now proprietor 
of the pleasant summer (and wint- 
er) resort but before that . | . well, 
he had a couple of careers which 
brought him recognition in two 
lands .... his native Denmark and 
Canada, 

It is his career in Denmark that 
this story is about. And it’s an in- 
teresting story too, because he pio- 
neered in the automobile and mot- 
orcycle racing field. 

It was back in 1919 when he con- 
ceived the idea of making a name’ 


racing and in those days speed was 
something of a novelty as were the 
vehicles with which he was setting 
out to break records, 

Al) told, Mr. Rasmussen partici- 
pated in 33 races from 1919 to 1923 
and he won 32 of them _ . - he has 
official sterling silver awards to 
back up his statement and some of 
his achievements were to establish 
enduring records. (The race he lost 
was due to a mechanical failure 
of his machine. 

Among the more memorable of 
his feats “behind the wheel” was 
his record for beach driving . . . he 
smashed all previous records with 
his daring two-mile beach run (one 
mile each way for average clocking), 


In 1922 he partici- 
pated in, and won, the longest mot- 
or race up to that time ... a dis- 
tance of 2,700 kilometers non-stop 
five-eighth of a mile equals one 
kilometer) from Copenhagen, Den- 
mark to Breslau, Germany. His av- 
erage speed on that run for day 
and night driving—through all big 
cities, including Berlin§ Hamburg, 
ete—was 61 miles pey hour and that 
record held for many years. Mr.) 
Rasmussen explains that the 61! 
m.p.h average meant doing over 90 
m.p.h. on the open stretch, a fast 
clip in those times. 

In motoreycle events, he drove at | 
speeds in excess of $0 miles per 
hour and the remarkable thing a- 
bout his racing career is that he 
never had an accident, This, despite 
the fact that only about 25 per 
cent of the roads of that day were 
macadamized—and many of the 
races held in winterime, 

Only participating in the big {n- 
ternational races of that period! 
which were held in Europe, he had 
no inclination to compete except in 
events Which would count for some- 
thing if he won. 

Motor cars always intered him 
and when he was a youth he drove 
a 1905 Ford car, believed to have 
been one of the first ten cars to be 
sold in Denmark, His interest in 
motor vehicles prompted him to gel 
right in the business of marketing 
cars and motorcycles and for many 
years he was associated with the 
Paramotor Company in Gopenhag- 
en, agents for FN (Fabrique Na- 
tionale) cars and motorcycles 
During the interview with Mr, Ras- 
mussen, he was asked if he held 
any opinions on today’s mounting 
traffic problem and ils attendant 
high accident rate in Canada and 
United States, He did, Tt was his 
opinion thay highway tests in this 
country were not rigid enough in 
view of the power potential of mod- 
ern vehicles. “You can almost get 


a driver's license after you have been 


the handsomely-designed 
guides up to the entrance 


in a car a couple of times,” he de- 
clared Recalling the stiff tests Te- 
quired to obtain a driver's license in’ 


his racing-days in Europe, re reveal-| 


ed that 30 hours of driving were a 
minimum requiremeny before 
tested and that tests were very 
seyere, sO severe in fact that 30 


per cent of those taking them fail-) ,

In lighter vein, he laughed ashe 
recalled how, years ago, it was nec- 
essary to stop when a horse-drawn 


vehicle came into view, get out and 


help the driver get his car-shy steed 
past the monstrosity which stood 
menacingly on one side of the road. 
“Now,” he quipped, “horses hardly 
give a car a second look.”

minion with Upper and Lower Can- 
ada, New Brunswick and Nova Sco- 
tio as the first provinces. 7 

“In 1885 the C_P.R. completed its 
transcontinental line from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific and trans- 
portation became one of the great 
industries of the ‘country. The de- 
velopment of the east and the west 
Wag assured.

“We assoclale and publicize the 
fact that large areas are the scenes 
of murder, crime and vice—because

Editorial 


NOW ALL WE NEED IS SOME ACTION 
‘A few weeks ago we carried a poem whcih was es- 
sentially designed to attract attention to the unclean 
condition of the Scugog River which flows through 
Lindsay. Still later, we carried an article on the un- 
kempt condition of the river’s boat channel between 
Lindsay and Sturgeon Lake, And now, in the wake of 
the Centennial flotilla, we learn that boat repair shops 
/ in the district are working overtime repairing many 
of the craft which took part in the water parade. 
This confirms the need for cleaning up the river which 
was expressed on the two previous occasions. 

These facts, coupled with the greatly increased 
boat traffic on these waters, indicates clearly the need 
for some action to put the waterway in safe conidtion 
for water travel. . 

A united front by Lindsay and Victoria County 
officials should be presented to our local member of 
parliament--Mr. C. W, Hodgson--who, as parliamentary 
assistant to the Minister of Public Works, should be in 
a position to influence the Dept. of Transport to auth- 
orize a clean-up operation for the Scugog. 

The operation might include dredging out the old 
river channel which provided a scenic boat route, buoy- 
ing it and generally renovating this portion of the Trent 
Waterways System. The need is apparent and action 
is warranted. 


THE ART OF WRITING 

There was a time (it seems to be passing) when 
penmanship--the art of writing--was given a prominent 
place in the public and separate school courses of 
study. ...

Wwe can remember too, how difficult it was 
for us to become reasonably proficient in the art, for it 
was an alt just as much as is any other form of creative 
work. Writing is a very personal art because into our 
writing we inject something of our personalit 
‘We can all remember how we practised signing our 
names, writing and re-writing, until we had achieved 
a signature which pleased us and therefore expressed 
something of our personality, 

There is something pleasing about reading a well- 
penned letter or article ... it is a very personal thing in 
that the writer seems to “live” with the reader and is 
able to put warmth and a feeling into the letter which 
cannot be achieved in the mechanically written, mes- 
sage. It is a “joy to behold” the written page, especially 
if that page carries a message from a cherished relative 
or an old friend. It is also a pleasure to review records 
which are kept in “fine hand”. . 

There is something satisfying about being able to 
write well ... We cannot all be expert penmen but at 
least we can encourage pride in this medium of ex- 
pression which contributes to our individual creative 
ability.

The point we wish to make today

Even Higher Than Canada’s 


In his latest letter from England. 
Wm. (Bill) Goodman writes about 
the cost of living in that country. 
Quote his letter: 

“What about the cost of living in 
England. It is much higher than| 
five years ago, and, perhaps, higher, 
in proportion, than ours in Canada 
is, in comparison to wages. 

“However, to me, the prices are} 
still low, after converting dollar 
traveller's cheques, a good suit here 
costs from $16.80 to $28.00, a man’s 
shirt from $2.80 to (nylon) $8.41 
shoes from 8.40 to $14.00; women’s 
clothes range in proportion, and | 
very smart they are, too! Food | 
prices seem cheap, bub one must 
remember that the average wage 
| here is from $14.40 to $35.00 as com- | 
| pared to our much higher wages. 
“There ig much discussion here, in 
| Parliamentary debates and in news- 
paper, magazine and T.V. (which 
is excellent, both B.B.C_ and I.T.V-

Everyone loves a surprise and as 
of noon today, motorists getting 
parking tickets gop a pleasant one, 

‘The fine of $1. which has formerly 
been imposed has been tentatively 
lowered to 50c and this may be 
quickly and conveniently paid with- 
out even entering the police office, 
Chief Hunter informeg “The Post.” 


The Chief went on to say that a 
special yellow traffic ticket in the 
form of an envelope will be placed 
on the windshield of cars whose 
owner has violated any Town by- 
law. Instructions in large print ex- 
plains that the violator may de- 
posit the amount of the penalty in 
the envelope, which in turn is de- 
posited in a yellow box, placed in 
the middle of each biock on a met- 
ey post. 

This new system of taking care of 
parking tickets is known as a Traf- 
o-Teria system and Owen Sound 
ig the only other place in Canada 
as yet using same. Approximately 
600 towns and cities in the U. S. A. 
are finding satisfaction in the use 
of this system at present. 

If any person wishes a receipt 
for payment in this way, they may 
recefye same at the Police Station 
where the envelope and money may 
be placed in a Traf-o-Teria box lo- 
cated there. 

“Due to the fact that less time 
will be spent receiving fines for 
parking tickets, it becomes possible 
to lower the rate of the fine, the 
chief explained. 

“I beiieve that with a more reas- 
onable penalty for over-parking 
and more convenient method of pay- 
ing the penalty, public acceptance 
of the parking meter system may 
become more unanimous and better 
relations will be established 
between the police and the public,” 
ihe chief affirmed. 

When a motorist, even one of our 
best citizens, receives one of our $1. 
parking tickets and brings it to the 
police office he is a littlé perturbed 
to say the least and is prone to say 
things to the police officer in 
charge, which he regrets later, Also 
motorists of the fair sex do nob like 
going to the police office with a 
parking ticket.” Chief Hunter furth- 
er related, ~hat on checking for one 
week, he found no cars were tag- 
ged, for parking meter ‘violations, 
but at the weekend almost 50 per 
cent of the motorists neglected to 
place money in the parking meters. 

This Traf-O-Teria system is only 
being employed on a three months’ 
trial. At the end of that time it 
wil] be decided if the system will 
be continued or the former system 
reinstated, he disclosed.

Editorial 


ASIATIC FLU 

Man has always been threatened by something . . 
In the beginning he had to nip out of the way of dino- 
saurs and other menacing creatures and then, as time 
passed, his enemies became smaller but more insidious. 
Instead of mammoths he is now trying to dodge, 
viruses of one kind or another, the latest of which is 
the Asiatic flu bug about which we have been hearing 
so much of late. 

In the ease of this latest virus (or combination of 
viruses), we feel The Press of the nation has a grave 
responsibility in its handling of the news relating to the 
spread of Asiatic flu, its nature and possible consequen- 
ces if one should happen to contract the disease. A sen- 
sible handling of the Asiatic flu news (we don’t mean 
covering up facts or burying our heads in the sand), is 
required if needless concern is to be spared people who 
are prone to worry unduly about such things. 

A U.S. doctor—Peter J. Steincrohn, M.D., F.A.C.P., 
makes the following observation on the disease which 
may prove helpfully informative to our readers: 

“Here are some facts I have been reading about 
Asiatic flu in M.D., a medical news magazine: although 
it is expected to spread in the United States during the 
coming fall, public health authorities are confident that 
they can deal with it. 

“The first outbreak of the disease was reported in 
China last January. It spread to Hong Kong in April. 
Then it hopped to Formosa, Philippines, Malaya, Indo- 
nesia, Japan, India and Pakistan. Although millions 
of people were attacked the estimated death total was 
about 1,500—which indicates the mildness of the dis- 
ease. In June about 100 cases developed aboard two 
American ships that reached California from the Far 
East. 

“The disease is produced by a virus or combina- 
tion of viruses. 
B, and C. We are on the trail of a possible D type. Bach 
type uas many strains; at least three have been isolat- 
ed from Type A in the Asiatic Influenza. 

“The usual symptoms are excessive thirst, follow- 
ed by fever and sore throat. Headache develops later 
associated with diffuse body aches. Cough is often a 
prominent symptom. F 

“Treatment consists of strict bed rest for 2-3 days 
plenty of fluids, bland diet, isolation and taking sali- 
cylates (Aspirin, ete.) If pneumonia is a complication it 
usually responds well to antibiotics. 

“How about prevention? We can thank, among 
others, the Walter Reed Army Institute of Research 
for starting the ball rolling. They first heard of the 
Asian infuenza on April 18. Within 48 hours they sent 
an epidemiologist to investigate. The virus was iso- 
lated by May 10. 

“Right now a half-dozen of the finest drug 
manufacturers in the United States are working hard 
to produce a vaccine that will “fight” for you. The 
armed forces will get the first doses. As production in- 
creases, the vaccine will be available for those civilians 
who want protection. 

As Is now generally known Canadian drug houses 
are making an effort to cope with anticipated vaccine 
needs here.
